There are one or two amend- 
ments in the proposition of the United 
States that Spain -will ask to be maue, 
and if this Is clone peace will be de- 
clared at once.

ent telegraphs: The censorship is daily 
becoming more severe, and little is 
known beyond the fact that peace is 
assured.

STEVENSON ARCHER DEAD. 


Maryland's Defaulting; State Treas- 


ttrer, Who TV"as Sent to Prison. 


Baltimore, Aug. 3.—Stevenson Arch- 


err former treasurer of Maryland, died 
last night at the city hospital, -wherein 
he had been a patient for four years.

Madrid says: '*Spain accepts the prin- 
cipal conditions oí pcace as set forth 
by the American government, and only 
the peace details are needed to cause 
all hostilities to cease at 
once. 
A 
pcace delegation will be cliosen at once 
to confer with rrpresCiilatives of the 
United States. 
The pcaco conditions 
set forth by President AIcKinley wore 
discussed at length yesterday by Min- 
ister Siiijasta, and at the conclusion 
it was given out oflicially that 
the 
terms of the United States would be 
accepted. There are one or two amend- 
ments in the proposition of the United 
States that Spain will ask to be maue, 
and if this is done peace will be de- 
clared at onco. 


' -'the" Dáiiy.''News' Madrid rto;n'esx.wid- 
ont telegraphs: The censorship is daily 
becoming more severe, nnd little is 
known beyond the fact that peace is 
assured. It is understood that the note 
from America asks only part of the 
Philippines, and that Senor Sagasta, 
having replied that the terms will be 
accepted, hostilities are consequently 
suspended, 
A commission will be ap- 
pointed to determine the basis of peace. 
The chief difficulty, it is asserted in 
official circles, is as to the date and 
manner of the evacuation of the Span- 
ish possessions. 


There is also the question of the dis- 
posal of the war material in Cuba. 
Senor Sagasta, if he has a chance, 
will probably represent a restitution 
of the material as a diplomatic vic- 
tory. 
It has just been asserted here 
tiiat tho premier has succeeded in ob- 
taining slightly Improved terms. 
The 
treaty will not be signed before Sep- 
tember. 


The government's reply to the Amer-

that the nature of tne negotiations re- 
quires the greatest secrecy and that 
their suc/cesH will depend upon the ob- 
servance of the most absolute reserve 
here.

With regard to the part played in 
tho negotiations by M. Cambon, the 
French 
ambassador

there is now a marked tendency both 
here and in Paris to attribute to it 
considerable importance. 
Directly the 
final agreement is made it is supposed 
tho press will be allowed more liberty 
of commont.

not imposed sucli hard conditions with

While this government has strong 
reasons for believing that its terms 
of peace have befin agreed to by tho 
Madrid government, tho president is 
taking nothing for granted. 
Arrange- 
ments for pressing tho war to a suc- 
cessfml conclusion are gohig forward 
precisely as if 
no 
negotiations for 
peace were in progress. 
At a confer- 
once between the president. Secretary 
Alger and Adjutant General 
Gorhin 
last night a final decisk)n was reached 
as to the constitution of the provis- 
ional corps for Porto Rico to be com- 
manded 
by 
General 
Wade. 
Secre- 
, tary Alger said that the corps might 
be en I'oute to Porto Rico within 
a 
week. 


Notwithstanding these warlilre prep- 
arations, the belief in official circles ' 
amounts to almost a conviction that ; 
active hostilities practically have beon \ 
concluded, 
A prominent official of tlio 1 
administration said: 


"The end is near, in my opinion. 
The information thus far received is 
unoflicial and meager, but that it is ' 
accurate, in tho main, we have 
no [ 
reason to doubt. 
In fact, we 
have 
reason .to believe it is correct." 


It is understood that the "reason" ' 
referred to is coutained in the private ; 
advices received by the president and 
from private dispatches received 
by 
representatives of foreign governments 
at this capital. 


In the event of Spain's acceptance 
of the terms proposed by this country 
the first step probably will be towards ' 
an agreement to close active hostili- 
ties, pending the drafting of a treaty 
of peace along the lines of the ac- ' 
cepted 
terms. 
According to 
prece- 
dents ordinarily regarded an armistice ! 
would be proclaimed, and, in the cir- ' 
cumstances, 
this 
would 
mean 
the 
practical close of the war. 


It is pointed out, however, that sev- , 
oral precedents have been set aside 
by this government in the conduct of 
the war and in the treatment of events 
which led up to it. 
One notable in- 
stance in which recognized diplomatic 
precedents were swept away was the 
personal de«iand made by Secretary ; 
Day upon Miaistor De Lome to know 
whether the SpanisTv ml^xiiatGr was the 
author of the lettei* reflecting upon the , 
president. Another precedent was rele- ' 
gated to the past when the government ' 
decided to return to Spain the pris- 
oners of war taken with the surrender ] 
of Santiago, 


Precedents 
have been 
disregarded 
In other instances by this government. 
In view of this fact, therefore, prece- 
dent may not govern absolutely in the 
conduct of the peace negotiations. 


The terms proposed by this govern- 
ment provide for a joint commission 
to draft a peace treaty and to solve 
the difficulty relative to the future 
government 
of the 
Philippines. 
It 
has been suggested that the commis- 
sion may assemble in Paris, but as yet 
that is tlie merest conjecture, 
'ihe 
commission might meet in either of the 
belligerent countries. 


Pending the conclusion of the work 
of the commission the 
probabilities 
are that the armies of both Spain and 
the United States will be kept in the 
field, their relative positions remain- 
ing unchanged during the diplomatic 1 
negotiations.

"Washington, Aug. 3.—The following 
is the oificial statement given out by 
the president as to the terms of peace 
offered by the United States: 


The president does not now put for- 
ward any claim for pecuniary indem- 
nity, but requires the relinquishment 
of ail claim of sovereignty over or title 
to the Island of Cuba, as well as the 
immediate evacuation by Spain of the 
Island; the cession to the United States 
and 
Immediate evacuation of 
Porto 
Rico and other islands under Spanish 
sovereignty hi the West Indies, and the 
like cession of an island In the La- 
drones. The United States will occupy 
and hold the city, bay and harbor of 
Manila, pending the conclusion of a 
treaty of peace which shall determine 
the control, disposition and government 
of the Philippines.

Washingtoni, Aug. 3.—Oillclals make 
no concealment of their apprehension of 
trouble to follow the execution of our 
program in regard to the Philippines. 
The reports of the military and naval 
commanders of late have 
contained 
warnings of expected conllicts with the 
insurgents, 
and no surprise 
will 
be 
felt at the receipt of news of an out- 
break at almost any moment. 
The 
United States government feels that 
it has assumed a moral obligation to- 
wards not only the foreign residents at 
Manila, but towards the 
unprotected 
classes of the Spanish 
community— 
women, children, nuns 
and 
priests. 
Therefore when intimation came that 
the insurgents 
were threatening 
the 
lives of some helpless monks orders 
were sent to the American 
military 
commander to look into the matter and 
to act in the interest of civilisation and 
humanity. 
As, according to the report, 
the Insurgents have shown particular 
hostility towards the monks, it is a 
reasonable expectation that before long 
a collision will have occurred between 
themselves and the American troops if 
the latter undertake to Interfere in the 
execution of tho vengeance of the In- 
surgents. 


Some resorts which have been re- 
ceived from Porto Rico, but which for 
politic reasons cannot be made public, 
have given great satltifm'tion to the 
ofllclals of the war department, since 
they go to show that the re.sistance 
M'hich can be made by the Spanish 
troops will be very little, and It Is even 
possible that General Miles will achieve 
an almost bloodless victory.

Extensive Gold Ilpposlt« 
found Near 


thi^ SoH. 


Ambassador Hay at London has pre- 
pared a report 
on the 
Philippine 
Islands, from Avhich it ajipears that 
the islands possess a vast Avealth of 
minerals awaiting the hand of the de- 
veloper. 


An expert extensively quoted, Frank 
Karuth, says that extensive gold de- 
posits have been opened up quite near 
the sea, assuring a large output for 
many years to come. 
It 
has 
also 
been proven that they extend over a 
Avide district. 
He knoAvs of no other 
part of the 
AVG'^'UI, the Alaska 
and 
Treadwell 
mines 
excepted, 
A\'here 
pay ore is found Avithin a 
feAV hun- 
dred yards of the anchorage of sea- 
going vessels. 
So far the fringe only 
of the auriferous formation has been 
touched. 
There is no stream tbat 
finds its way into the Pacific Avhose 
sand does not at least pan the color of 
gold, Avhile heavy nuggets are some- 
times brought down from the Sierras, 
Avhich are promising 
fields 
for hy- 
draulic mining. Alluvial gold is found 
in the Island of Mindano, and there 
are extensive coi^per deposits in Luzon, 
While no true coal has been found, 
there is lignite of very good quality, 
quite useful for steam vessels. 
This 
is iu great quantity. 
Eoughly Avashed 
alluvial gold has been found to con- 
#an rubies and hyacinths. 
There is 
no Avant of labor at cheap ratea, and 
on the whole the general conditions 
for mining are exceptionally favorable. 
Some facts of interest aside from 
mining are noted. 
For instance, the 
Philippine archipelago contains nearly 
2000 islands. 
Two of them are larger 
than Ireland—Luzon with 
000 and 
Lindano 
A v i t h 38,000 square miles. 
The geological formation indicates that 
the Philipi^ines are peaks and table 
lands of a submerged continent Avhich 
in an early period extended to Austral- 
lia. 
Earthquakes are not infrequent. 
The highest mountain is Apo in Min- 
dano, over 9000 feet in height. 
The 
rainfall is not excessive, nor is it con- 
tinuous. 
The climate ia very health- 
ful for a tropical region, and diseases 
such as yellow fever are unknown. 
The natives are mostly Malays, but in 
the interior are remnants of a race of 
Papuan origin. 
The author of the 
pamphlet speaks in the highest terms 
of the character of the natives, Avho, 
he'says, in physical and mental char- 
acteristics may fairly claim a place 
among the higher names inscribed on 
the Avorld's national scale. 
The fam- 
ily tie is very strong, children are 
orderly, parents respected and 
the 
race has an inbred courtesy and pru- 
dence and ready hospitality is never 
missing. 
Eight 
million natives 
in- 
habit the Philippines, food resources 
are ample and famine is unknoAvn.

"I saw a regiment of {Sheridan's 


cavalry halted once by an old Virgin- 
ian, who had no arms in his hands, 
and who didn't speak a word," said 
Junius A. Cosby, the giniit sergeant of 
the second district police force of Rich- 
mond, Va. 
"It was during the re- 


treat from Petersburg, in April, 1865, 
the day before General Lea surren- 
dered. I had been stationed here as 
a military telegraph operator, but just 
before Richmond was evacuated I was 
ordered to skedaddle and join the 
army. 
I was supposed to be close 


to General Lee's headquarters on the 
retreat, but I considered myself mighty 
lucky to get any place where I could 
keep a whole skin and out of reach 
of Sheridan's cavalry, that didn't give 
us any peace for an hour at a time. 
It seems to me I was generally with 
the wagon train, and there the trouble 
was the hottest, for the bluecoats 
would dash in, destroy a portion of 
our Avagons, and then have to get out 
to escape the tire our cavalry and 
infantry would pour into them. 


"We were getting pretty well up in 


the country, marching and fighting all 
the way, Avhen one day about noon I 
was going it alone through a piece of 
woodland, and came on a beautiful 
spring just at the edge of a field.

WEALTH OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Exteu»ir« OolU D«po«lta 


tin 


Found N«»r 


Ambassador Hay at London has pre- 


pared a report on the Philippine 
Islands, from which it appears that 
the islands possess a vast wealth of 
minerals awaiting the hand of the de- 
veloper. 


An expert extensively quoted, Frank 


Karuth, says that extensive gold de- 
posits have been opened up quite near 
the sea, assuring a large output for 
many years to come. It has also 
been proven that they extend over a 
wide district. He knows of no other 
part of the 
wo>-ld, the Alaska and 


Treadwell mines excepted, 
where 


pay ore is found within a few hun- 
dred yards of the anchorage of sea- 
going vessels. So far the fringe only 
of the auriferous formation has beeu 
touched. There is no stream that 
finds its way into the Pacific whose 
sand does not at least pan the color of 
gold, while heavy nuggets are some- 
times brought down from the Sierras, 
which are promising fields for hy- 
draulic mining. Alluvial gold is found 
in the Island of Mindano, and there 
are extensive copper deposits in Luzon. 
While no true coal has been found, 
there is lignite of very good quality, 
quite useful for steam vessels. This 
is in great quantity. Roughly washed 
alluvial gold has been found to con- 
ftin rubies and hyacinths. 
There is 


no want of labor at cheap rates, and 
on the whole the general conditions 
for mining are exceptionally favorable. 


Some facts of interest aside from 


mining are noted. For instance, the 
Philippine archipelago contains nearly 
2000 islands. 
Two of them are larger 


than Ireland—Luzon with 42; 000 and 
Lindauo with 38,000 square miles. 
The geological formation indicates that 
the Philippines are peaks and table 
lands of a submerged continent which 
in. an early period extended to Austral- 
lia. Earthquakes are not infrequent. 
The highest mountain is Apo in Min- 
dano, over 9000 feet in height. 
The 


rainfall is not excessive, nor is it con- 
tinuous. The climate ia very health- 
ful for a tropical region, and diseases 
such as yellow fever are unknown. 
The natives are mostly Malays, but in 
the interior are remnants of a race of 
Papuan origin. The author of the 
pamphlet speaks in the highest terms 
of the character of the natives, who, 
le'says, in physical and mental char- 
acteristics may fairly claim a place 
among the higher names inscribed on 
;he world's national scale. 
The fam- 


ly tie is very strong, children are 
orderly, parents respected and the 
ace has an inbred courtesy and pru- 
dence and ready hospitality is never 
missing. Eight million natives in- 
labit the Philippines, food resources 
are ample and famine is unknown.

A Russian 
engineer, interested in developing the 
country, assures me that a coal that 
will produce coke has been found at 
a place thirty versts from Kotais, 'bat 
this has yet to be demonstrated. 
Kotais, by-ihe-way, is the place to 
which the Argonauts came, and whence 
they brought back the Gorgon's head, 
with its flaming eyes, its hair of snakes, 
and its appearance of fearful ferocity, 
the whole being symbolical of the 
fever-producing climate and fierce 
wild beasts which still render the lo- 
cality one to be avoided. 
The coal, 


which perhaps gave flame to the Gor- 
gon's eyes, is in character something 
between lignite and anthracite—a high 
grade of ligmte, I am tol'J.—Harper's 
Magazine.

consequently their capacity for work, 
is measured by their average 
stature. 
For every inch 
of 
height 
between 
five and six feet the extreme breath- 
ing capacity is increased eight cubic 
inches; the vital capacity being at its 
maximum at 35 years. 
A table of 
measurements of 190,621 native white 
Americans, accepted for the military 
service of the United States, 
shows 
thdt the number of men below sixty- 
three inches in height, is but little 
greater than t4uit of the class abova 
seventy-three inches. 
Tho most^ nu- 
merous class is inclndod between sixty- 
seven and sixty-nine inches, and this 
standard class would have a greater 
chest girth than the average. 


The 
mean hight 
of 
125 
United 
States naval calets above the age of 
28 years was 67.80 inches. 
As these 
men are drawn from all parts 
and 
classes of 
the 
United States, 
they 
represent very nearly the typical phys- 
ical development of theiimerican peo- 
ple of 25 years of age. 


Major Kilbourne cuncludes that the 
commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no

The most nu- 
merous class is included between sixty- 
seven and sixty-nine inches, and this 
standard class would have a greater 
chest girth than the average.

the opinion of Jubge Acheson, of the 
United States circuit cpurt, who had 
also declared the act unconstitutional.

A Letter Fi^om Camp Thomas. 


Camp Thomas, Chickamauga Park» Qa. 


July 28, 1898. 


Editor Item, Dear sir: 


I thought I would 
utilize the few minutes at my disposal hy 
writing to you and informing you of the 
duties of a soldiers life in Camp Thomas. 
The duties are not arduous, but yet at 
tbo same time some of the boys arc dis- 
satisfied, because they aro not allowed to 
go Avhere tiicy want to. 
Our camp is sit- 
uated in a large woods 14 miles from 
Chattanooga, Teun., and "wc can not go 
out of camp without a pass, which is al- 
most impossible to get. 
Our Company 
is Co. M 0th llegtM Pa. Vol., 2d Brigade, 
8d Division, 1st Army corps. 
Our com- 
pany is fully equipped for actual service, 
and arc drilling? very hard. 
AVc had a 
skirmish drill this morning and target 
practicc yesterday. 
This afternoon at 
2 o'clock we are ordered to take our shelt- 
er tent, knapsacks, gum-blankots, can- 
teen and be prepared for a 5 mile march, 
pitch our shelter teut and camp all night; 
and return in the morning. 
The first 
duty of a soldier is that at revcillce, 4 
a. m., he is required to get up, wash and 
line up for mess, (taking our meals arc 
called mess,) before mess we always have 
roll call, then we are required to sweep 
our tents and streets and cleanup. 
Ev- 
ery man must keep liis clothes clean. 
We drill 2 hours every morning and af- 
ternoon, and every evening at G:30 we 
have dress parade which is a grand sight, 
and at 9 o'clock taps are sounded. 
The 
first time we took part in dress parade 
wo were all in a niix-up, but we can 
form now -with any of them, and can ex- 
ecute the commands in almost a perfect 
manner. 
AVe get a good quality of food 
and plenty of it; our drinking water, Ave 
have to boil, it is very impure, and is 
hauled 8 miles in wagons. 
Wc are ex- 
pected to move to Newport Ni5ws for em- 
barkation to Porto Rico at any day, and 
are awaiting orders every minute. 
Two 
Regiments left today, 12th "Wisconsin, 
and a South 
Carolina Regiment. 
A 
great many of the boys are sick of co.mp 
life but I enjoy it very much. 
A few of 
our company have been sickiiut did not 
go to the hospital. 
It is very hot down 
here, but as we are in the "woods wc do 
not mind it. 
My next will be from Por- 
to Rico unless orders are countermand- 
ed.

This act was known as the alien 


iabor tax law, and Chief Justice Ster- 
rett says it belongs to a vicious class of 
legislation, and affirms the decision of 
the lower court, quoting largely from 
the opinion of Jubge Acheson, of the 
United States circuit cpurt, who had 
also declared the act unconstitutional.

have given up their lives: "While DO 
one in Washington supposes that the 
disgruntlements of the Cuban insurg- 
ents because they were not given 
charge of Santiago to loot and do as 
they pleased with will go to the extent 
of an open rupture with our army, not 
a few of those who have contended 
from the beginning that the insurgents 
were as a whole a bad lot, are saying 
'I told you so.' 
The opinion is grow- 


ing that the United States will have 
more trouble with the insurgents, both 
in Cuba and in the Phillipines, than 
with the Spaniards."

A Letter From Camp Thomas. 


Camp Thomas, Cliickamau^a Park, Ga. 


July 38,1898. 


Editor Item, Dear sir: 


I thought I would 


utilize the few minutes at my disposal by 
writing to you and informing you of the 
duties of a soldiers life in Camp Thomas. 
The duties are not arduous, but yet at 
the same time some of tbe boys are dis- 
satisfied, because they are not allowed to 
go where they want to. Our camp is sit- 
uated in a large woods 14 miles from 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and we can not go 
out of camp without a pass, which is al- 
most impossible to get. Our Company 
is Co. M 5th llegt., Pa. Vol., 2d Brigade, 
3d Division, 1st Army corps. Our com- 
pany is fully equipped for actual service, 
and arc drilling very hard. AVe had a 
skirmish drill this morning and target 
practice yesterday. This afternoon at 
2 o'clock %ve are ordered to take our shelt- 
er tent, knapsacks, gum-Tjlaukets, can- 
teen arid be prepared for a 5 mile march, 
pitch our shelter tent and camp all night; 
and return in the morning. The first 
duty of a soldier is that at reveillee, 4 
a. in., he is required to get up, wash and 
line up for mess, (taking our meals are 
called mess,) before mess we always have 
roll call, then we :ire required to sweep 
our tents and streets and cleanup. Ev- 
ery man must keep his clothes clean. 
We drill 2 hours every morning aid af- 
ternoon, and every evening at 6:30 we 
have dress parade which is a grand sight, 
and at 9 o'clock taps are sounded. The 
first time we took part in dress parade 
we were all in a mix-up, but we can 
form now with any of them, and can ex- 
ecute the commands in almost a perfect 
manner. We get a good quality of food 
and plenty of it; our drinking water, we 
have to boil, it is very impure, and is 
hauled 8 miles in wagons. We are ex- 
pected to move to Newport News for em- 
barkation to Porto Rico at any day, and 
are awaiting orders every minute. Two 
Regiments left today, 12th Wisconsin, 
and a South Carolina Regiment. A 
great many of the boys are sick of c?mp 
life but I enjoy it very much. A few of 
our company have been sick <but did not 
go to the hospital. It is very hot down 
here, but as we are in the woods we do 
not mind it. My next will be from Por- 
to Rico unless orders are countermand- 
ed. G. H. Roth.

There were orig- 
inally SO lots of 5 acres oach' on each 
side of Main Street, or 300 acres in all. 
In 1783, Patrick iAIcSherry Avas still as- 
sesscd with 100 acres, showing that so 
many lots were as yet not sold.

NO COMPASS NEEDED. 


Mnny Ways In AVhicIl the CnnUnnl 
Polntii May Bo Fixed. 


The many different methods to de- 
terminate the cardinal pohits while on 
the mountains, in both heavy timber 
and small brush or upon the feature- 
less expanse of a great marsh, are 
exceediuRly 
numerous and reliable 
enough for all practical purposes dur- 
ing an every-day life in the bush, un- 
less a very long journey is to be made, 
which would make it necessary to hold 
on a very fine point while making a 
long distance. 


We will first take notes on the coni- 
ferous trees—pines, firs, spruce, ced- 
ars, hemlocks, etc. 
The bark of these 
is always lighter in color, harder and 
dryer on the south side of the tree, 
while it is in color much darker, it is 
also damper and often covered Avith 
mold and moss on the north side. 
The gum that oozes out from the 
wounds» knotholes, etc., is usually 
hard and often of beautiful 
amber 
color on the south side, while on the 
northern side it remains sticky longer 
and gets covered with 
insects and 
dirt, seldom drying out to more than 
A dirty gray in color. 


On large trees that have 
rough 
bark, especially during the fall and 
Winter months, the net and webs of 
insects spiders, etc., will always be 
found in the crevice on the south 
side, 
A preponderance of the large 
branches will also be found on the 
warmest or southern side of the trees. 
Also, the needles of all the above- 
mentioned trees are shorter, dryer and ' 
of a yellowish green on the southern 
Bide, while they will be found longer, 
more slender and pliable, damper to 
the touch and darker green in color 
on the north side. 
The cedars and 
hemlocks, as if trying to outdo the 
others, 
always bend their 
slender 
tops of new groM'th toward a south- 
ern sky. 


The hardwood trees are equally as 
communicative, and have all the char- 
acteristics, as far as regards their' 
trunks, of the coniferous trees, except 
the absence of gums, but this is 
mtre 
than made up by the fungus 
growth of mold and mosses that is 
very noticeable on the north side of 
these trees. 


The edges of rocks, which may be 
part of stupendous 
mountains, or 
merely occasional cropi^ing out here 
and there in the woods, or, perhaps, 
some great bowlder alone by itself a 
silent witness of the glacial period, 
all alike testify to the effect of the 
light and shade. 
The sunny side will 
unusually be bare, or, at most, boast 
of a thin growth of harsh, dry kinds 
of mosses and that will grow when 
having the light, while the northern 
side -will be found damp and moldy, 
and often covered with a luxuriant 
growth of soft, damp mosses that love 
the shade, while every crevice will 
bear aloft beautiful and gracefully 
waving ferns. 


The forest floor on the sunny side 
of hills, ridges, clumps of trees,bushes 
big rocks, etc., is more noisy under 
the footfall than on the northern side 
of such places, where the dead leaves 
and litter are soft and damp, holding 
more moisture than in places exposed 
to the light of the sun. 


In an open country nearly void of 
timber, clumps of small bushes dur- 
ing summer will furnish all the con- 
ditions found to exist among the 
leaves of the trees, being 
equally 
sensitive to light and shade as are 
the monarchs of the woods. The land- 
scape, green with moving grasses, and 
beautiful to the eye, which feasts on 
the countless number of wild flowers, 
representing 
every form and hue 
known in the flowery kingdom, also 
furnishes a reliable guide for locating 
the cardinal points, as most wild floAv- 
ers, especially the long-stemmed vari- 
eties, hide their faces from the north, 
and, like the sunflower, turn toward a 
southern sky.

At Skiddaw, in

In the Isle of Ely is a little parish 
which has been somewhat contemptu- 
ously described as *'a portion of land 
with three or four houses, and per- 
haps twelve inhabitants."

When he is their equal in activity and 
vim, and has in addition the craft and 
cunning of sixty years' experience he 
is formidable, and likely to be as dar- 
ing and bold as if he were thirty. A

qualifications 


when he is on the stage in any walk 
af life is pretty sure to be its foremost 
figure. A country is safe when such 
men command its fleets and armies. 


The conclusion arrived at by Dr. 


See of the Lowell Observatory, in 
discussing the question as to whether 
there are 
other habitable 
worlds 


than our own, differs from that of 
Garrett P. Serviss, says the New York 
Sun. 
In his account of his most re- 


cent observations, the fact is stated 
that there were disclosed stars more 
difficult than any which astronomers 
had seen before—among these obscure 
objects being about half a dozen of a 
truly wonderful character, in that 
they seem to be dark, almost black,in 
color, and apparently shining by a dull, 
reflected light, and, as it is unlikely 
they are self luminous, it may be said 
that, if they should turn out dark 
bodies in fact, shining only by the 
reflected light of the stars around which 
they revolve, they would be the first 
case of planets, or dark bodies, noticed 
among the fixed stars. 
Mr. Serviss 


is not of the opinion, though Profes- 
sor See appears to hold it, that there 
are no planetary bodies in the uni- 
verse, revolving around other suns 
than ours; and he argues that these 
obscure objects, named by Professor 
See, are visible proves that they are 
enormously larger than Jupiter, and, 
though it is by no means certain that 
the latter is a habitable planet, it is 
quite certain, unless terrestrial analo- 
gies are abandoned altogether, that 
these enormously larger bodies can- 
not be habitable.

NO COMPASS NEEDED. 


Many Way* 
in Wttlcli tin' 
Cardinal 


May Ite Flx«d. 


The many different methods to de- 


terminate the cardinal points while on 
the mountains, in both heavy timber 
and small brush or upon the feature- 
less expanse of a great marsh, are 
exceedingly uurnerous and reliable 
enough for all practical purposes dur- 
ing an every-day life in the bush, un- 
less a very long journey is to be made, 
which would make it necessary to hold 
on a very fine point while making a 
long distance. 


We Avill first take notes on the coni- 


ferous trees—pines, fire, spruce, ced- 
ars, hemlocks, etc. 
The bark of these 


is always lighter in color, harder and 
dryer on the south side of the tiee, 
while it is in color much darker, it is 
also damper and often covered with 
mold and moss on the north side. 
The gum that oozes out from the 
wounds, knotholes, etc., is usually 
hard and ofteii of beautiful amber 
color on the south side, while ou the 
northern side it remains sticky longer 
and gets coveied with insects and 
dirt, seldom drying out to more than 
a dirty gi ay in color. 


On large trees that have rough 


bark, especially during the fall and 
winter months, the net and webs of 
insects spiders, etc., will always be 
found iu the crevice ou the south 
side. 
A preponderance of the large 


branches will also be found on the 
warmest or southern side of the trees. 
Also, the needles of all the above- 
mentioned trees are shorter, dryer and 
of a yellowish green on the southern 
side, while they will be found longer, 
more slender and pliable, damper to 
the touch and darker green in color 
on the north side. 
The cedars and 


hemlocks, as if trying to outdo the 
others, always bend their blender 
tops of new growth toward a south- 
ern sky. 


The hardwood trees are equally as 


communicative, and have all the char- 
acteristics, as far as regards their 
trunks, of the coniferous trees, except 
the absence of gums, but this is 
mfcre than made up by the fungus 
growth of mold and mosses that is 
very noticeable on the north side of 
these trees. 


The edges of rocks, which may be 


part of stupendous mountains, or 
merely occasional cropping out here 
and there in the woods, or, perhaps, 
some great bowlder alone by itself a 
silent witness of the glacial period, 
all alike testify to the effect of the 
light and shade. The sunny side will 
unusually be bare, or, at most, boast 
of a thin growth of harsh, dry kinds 
of mosses and that will grow when 
having the light, while the northern 
side will be found damp and moldy, 
and often covered with a luxuriant 
growth of soft, damp mosses that love 
the shade, while every crevice will 
bear aloft beautiful and gracefully 
waving ferns. 


The forest floor on the sunny side 


of hills, ridges, clumps of trees, bushes 
big rocks, etc., is more noisy under 
the footfall than on the northern side 
of such places, where the dead leaves 
and litter are soft and damp, holding 
more moisture than iu places exposed 
bo the light of the sun. 


In an opeu country nearly void of 


timber, clumps of small bushes dur- 
ing summer will furnish all the con- 
ditions found to exist among the 
leaves of the trees, being equally 
sensitive to light and shade as are 
the monarchs of the woods. The land- 
scape, green with moving grasses, and 
beautiful to the eye, which feasts on 
the countless number of wild flowers, 
representing every form and hue 
known in the flowery kingdom, also 
furnishes a reliable guide for locating 
;he cardinal points, as most wild flow- 
ers, especially the long-stemmed vari- 
eties, hide their faces from the north, 
and, like the sunflower, turn toward a 
southern sky.

Scattered throughout the area ol 


Great Britain are numerous towns 
and villages of a curious character. 
One large village actually consists of 
old railway carriages, even the little 
mission chapel being built out of four 
large horse trucks. 
Another village, 


with a population of 1100 and a ratable 
value of 88000, has neither church, 
chapel nor school, the only public 
edifice being a pillar letter box. 


Villages with a single inhabitant 


are not unknown. 
At Skiddaw, in 


Cumberland, there is a solitary house- 
holder,^ ho cannot vote because there 
is no overseer to prepare a voters' 
list, and no church or other public 
building on which to publish one; 
while the only ratepayer in a certain 
rural Northumberland parish has re- 
cently declined to bear the expense of 
repairing a road because he considered 
it quite good enough for himself. 


In the Isle of Ely is a little parish 


which has been somewhat contemptu- 
ously described as "a portion of laud 
with three or four houses, and per- 
haps twelve inhabitants." This place 
has no roads at all and is consequently 
put to no expense for keeping them 
in repair. 
As a matter of fact there 


are no expenses of any kind and no 
rates. 


One of the most remarkable villages 


in this country is Kempton, near Bed- 
ford, which is seven miles long aud 
extremely straggling. 
To walk from 


cue end of the \illage to the other 
occupies two hours. 


Sometimes whole villages will prac- 


tically disappear. 
A little Shropshire 


village has gradually sunk, and now 
it is almost out of sight. 
It is built 


on a disused coal pit, and the sinking 
goes on steadily every year. Now and 
then a tottering house is propped up 
to keep it standing, but in spite of all 
precautions buildings are constantly 
falling to the ground, and in course 
of time doubtless nothing will be left 
but a few bricks to mark the spot 
where a village once stood.—Tit-Bits.

killed 100 bulls and earned 276,000 
pesetas, or $35,200. These men stand 
next to royalty itself in the popular 
mind.

tor approaches them. They amuse the 
people with spectacles of blood. 


That the sensibilities of such a peo- 


ple should be dulled to human as well 
as brute suffering can"hardly be ques- 
tioned. The bull fight like "the gladi- 
Mtorial fight, cultivates the brutal in- 
stinct*,depreciates the value of human 
life and makes men comparatively 
cruel and insensible to misery in 
others. We may thus turn to con- 
template the atrocious policy of exter- 
mination by slow starvation adopted 
by the Spanish government in Cuba 
under the guise of a war measure with 
little wonder. It has been made tol- 
erable to the nation through the long 
subjection of bull fighting. Such a 
civilization belongs far in thepAst and

Some of the best reporters 
cannot 
write a sentence correctly. 
They are 
not dxpectecl to do so. 
It 
is tlieir 
business to collect facts, which they 
relate to others -who put them in form 
SLS a"newa story." 


Something is lost, of course, by this 
method of second-hand telling,for the 
t\'riter cannot reproduce a scene from 
imagination so well as he could if he 
had seen it, but the assistants, or "re- 
porter's boys," as they are called, are 
^not sent out alone on any incident 
that promises much importance. Their 
•work is the small news 
of the day, 
which is intended only for short j^ara- 
graphs. 
That their results are often 
interesting enough for long accounts 
is due, in part, to accident; 
in part, 
however, to the industry and the un- 
derstanding developed by long train- 
ing of native intelligence. 


Isaac Hofstein, or Itzig, as he -was 
called for short, was such an assistant. 
He was a child of the East Side tene- 
ments, and his work, at jjolice head- 
quarters, Avas ohietiy among the Jews 
of the New York 
Gbetto. 
Shrewd 
and accurate, 
he was always to be 
trusted to fetch all the facts' and to 
state them 
correctly. 
None 
of 
the 
other boys could *'beat" him, and none 
was so accurate as Itzig, who 
never 
failed to get names and addresses, and 
never get them wrong. 


This devotion to completeness and 
accuracy made his accounts sometimes 
a bore, for he brought in details that 
•were of no use, but it was an 
invalu- 
able trait, of course, and very rare, 
except among iirst-rate 
men 
of all 
sorts. 
His work M'as libel-proof, and 
no other pajjer could go over his inves- 
tigation and add new particulars to his 
story. 
When he came back he 
was 
done; and he would sit down Avith his 
notes and tell all about the fire, acci- 
dent or crime, with swift ease and un- 
hesitating assurance.

is called a '*galloy" 
on boai'd ship, 
and it is one of 
the 
most important 
i)luce3 on 
board to 
both the officers and the men. 


Nothing gives an American tar such 
a relish for food as the smell of powder 
and smoke. 
It 
has become quite a 
fnohion of late to divide a battleship 
u]) as though it 
were human, giving 
it brains stud eye-^, a heart and lungs, 
but no prominence 
is given to the 
galley or the man in the galley, who 
is quite an important personage. 
The 
man in the galley is usually a Japan- 
ese, for almost every 
one of the big 
ships has a Jap 
cook 
and a staff of 
servants of the same nationality. 
The 
boys wait on the officers' table, dust, 
clean silver, carry 
messages, and at- 
tend to minor housekeeping duties in 
a way that 
would put 
the average 
housemaid to a great disadvantage. 


It is quite possible that during a 
great battle like that of Manila a self- 
centred Japanese cook might continue 
his work of decorating 
an entree or 
giving an expression to a soup, -while 
the enemy's guns boomed against the 
side of his range 
or 
copper pans 
While the space that is given to com- 
fort on a man-of-war is necessarily 
limited, its 
interior is ape to strike 
one as luxurious in comparison Avith 
the stern and frowning exterior of the 
great lead 
colored 
monsters. 
The 
galley is as thoroughly up to date iu 
its appointments and cooking arrange- 
ments as the kitchen of a modern resi- 
dence. 


There is a large hotel range with 
sjilendid ovens, 
from which each day 
the cook 
turns out 
tempting brown 
loaves and even pies 
and cakes, that 
must make 
many a Jackie think of 
home. 
There are great copper soup 
boilers and 
coffee boilers 
in Avhich 
these two items of the menu are pre- 
pared by the gallon. 
Then there are 
copper pots and pans 
on shelves in 
rows, bright and shining as those iu 
the kitchen of our 
great New York 
hotels. 
There are cupboards, too, in 
which the sugar and the 
spices and 
other cooking condiments are kept all 
nicely labelled, 
for there is no slip- 
shod housekeeping 
on a man-of-war. 
There are other cupboards with sliding 
doors and 
spring locks that when 
opened disclose rows of cutlasses and 
rifles and 
great 
long revolvers in 
racks from the door to the ceiling. 


The china, 
silver and 
glassware 
used on our American battleships are 
pretty enough to delight 
a 
woman, 
and women as a rule are 
particular 
about china. 
The sailors have ruder 
ware, but that used 
at the officers' 
mess is white and fragile, with a de- 
vice of an anchor in gold 
on 
each 
piece. 
The glasses, which 
are 
fixed 
in stationary racks on a sideboard in 
the wardroom, which, by the way, is 
drawing room, sitting room, 
dining 
room, all in one, are of cut ware and 
are ornamented 
with a naval device. 
Some of the battleshijjs have gorgeous 
silver services, but 
that 
ordinarily 
iwed is an up-to-date and complete set 
of spoons, knives and forks in all the 
different sizes. 
Then there 
are 
in- 
dividual i^epper mills in silver, 
salt 
cellars, and salvers, all of which 
are 
kept in shining periejtion. 


The sailors on board our 
American 
ships live much better than the work- 
ingman on land. 
When in port they 
have fresh meats and vegetables, und 
when at sea for any length of time the 
terrors of the old time regimen of salt 
pork and salt beef are mitigated by a 
supply of canned 
vegetables 
which 
give variety. Besides this, Uncle tíam 
is so generous to his men that the al- 
lowance for each is too much, and they 
have formed u system of ¡pooling 
the 
supplies which gives each 
man 
an 
amount of money which he can sjjejid 
for extra things for the table. 


The officers have their special cook 
and, of course, 
their 
special 
foods, 
which in port are apt to compare fav- 
orably to those offered on the menu of 
a firstclass hotel, 
They 
appoint 
a 
caterer and steward from among their 
n^umber each month whose duty it is 
to look after the welfare of the mess. 
The wine meas is contributed 
to 
on 
shares. 


The man iu 
the 
galley, 
like 
the 
stokers, doesn't get much glory out of 
naval warfare, but he is an important 
man in his place. 
Who can 
tell 
whether many a glorious victory 
has 
not resulted from a well-cooked break- 
fast or dinner 
and 
crushing 
defeat 
followed on au indigestible pie or 
a 
badly seasoned 
cho]^? 
Paymaster 
Martin's coffee must have 
possessed 
the elixir of victory, whether 
it 
was 
made with an egg, according to rule, 
or just thrown together any old way.

FOUGHT 200 MEN FOR CIGARETTES. 


Cuban omrcr Went to a Town Filled With 
S|>Mnlflh Soldlftrn to Oct a Nrw Supply. 
l>uring the early part of tho Cuban 
rebellion an officer in the patriot army, 
who is now in 
New York, wanted a 
few packages of cigarettei, and to ob- 
tain them went openly 
into a town 
held by tho 
Spanish soldiers, 
pur- 
chased what ho desired and safely re- 
treated, holding at bay, single-handed, 
200 Spanish soldiers who attempted 
to capture him.' 


This 
officer is Major 
Henry E. 
Brooks, 
who 
recently came to Now 
York from Jamaica, where he went to 
recover 
from wounds 
received 
in 
battle. 


Major JSi'ooks, who was born in the 
Province of Santiago do Cuba of Eng- 
lish parents, 
Avas among the first to 
engage in 
the 
insurrection against 
Spain. 
When 
in command of tho 
Cuban 
forces around 
Guantanamo, 
which 
is about 
fifty miles east of 
Santiago 
de 
Cuba, 
ho ran 
out of 
cigarettes, so he left his command in 
charge of the next officer in rank and 
started for Guantauamo to get them. 
He crossed the 
long 
bridge leading 
into the city and proceeded to a cigar 
store, which he knew* 
He had -svith 
him his repeating 
rifle, his revolver 
and 
the always jn'osent 
machete. 
There were several hundred Spanish 
soldiers quartered in the town, and 
thoy had often attempted 
to capture 
Brooks, but had 
alwa3's failed. 
In 
telling of his 
adventure in 
Guanta- 
uamo Major Brooks, when seen at the 
oHicea of the Cuban delegation, said: 
*'Yos, I did have a little fun there. 
Y'ou see I Avauted some cigarettes and 
decided to go after them. 
I got into 
tho town all right 
and entered the 
cigar store. 
I jjlaced my rifle on the 
counter where it was handy and bought 
Avhat I 
wanted. 
Just 
after I had 
placed the cigarettes in my pocket I 
happened to look toward the door,and 
there I saw a party of Spanish soldiers 
drawn up in line. 
They had their 
guns pointed at me, and their officer 
said in Spanish 
the words Avhich in 
English mean ''hands up.*' 
Instead 
of doing that I grabbed my rifle and 
let go a shot 
at the crowd. 
One of 
the soldiers dropped, 
and I rushed 
out of the door during the excitement 
and got into the street. 
The soldiers 
ran after me, shooting all the time. 


" I ran up the long street toward 
the 
bridge which 
leads across the 
river into the country. 
The soldiers 
followed me, 
shooting as they ran. 
Tiieir bullets 
flew 
wild and did not 
strike me, but 
one poor old woman 
was killed 
by a shot which was in- 
tended for me. 
The soldiers -who had 
first 
attempted 
to capture me were 
joined by reinforcements until there 
were at least 200 after me. 
When I 
got to the bridge I . turned and sent a 
couple of shots 
at the crov d, and 
then started across the bridge, which 
is long and narroAV. 
Several times I 
turned 
around 
and fired at the sol- 
diers who had attempted to follow me 
across the bridge, and I rather think 
I killed a few of them, for I saw some 
drop, 
I finally got up into the hills, 
where 1 hid behind rocks and took a 
few more 
shots 
at 
the Spaniards. 
Then they gave up 
the 
chase, and I 
went 
back 
to my men. 
I got my 
cigarettes all right, 
but 
I am sorry 
that the 
poor, 
innocent 
old woman 
"was killed.*' 


Among the official Spanish reporta 
at Madrid this adventure of the man 
•who wanted 
something 
to smoke is 
chronicled 
as a great event 
of the 
early part of the war. 
According to 
the Spanish historians, a large body 
of 
insurgents 
entered 
the town of 
Guantanamo and, after a 
fierce 
fight 
with 200*soldier3, 
were 
driven back 
into the hills.—New York Sun. 


recnllaritie« of the KiftVl Tower. 


The daily movement of the Eiffel 
Tower, due to expansion and contrac- 
tion,has been studied by Colonel Bas- 
set, who recently 
explained 
to 
the 
Academy of Sciences that the 
expan- 
sion of the metallic components of the 
structure produces a torsion 
move- 
ment fiom sunrise to sunset 
which 
traverses a curve of ten centimeters. 
This movement is repeated in an in- 
verse direction during the night as 
the colum)i becomes cooled, sg that 
the lightning rod on the summit of 
tho tov/er is in constant motion. 
Col- 
onel Laussedat, director of the Con- 
servatoire des Arts et 
Metiers, being 
appealed to for confirmation 
of 
Col- 
onel Bassot's statement, stated 
that 
he had carefully followed Colonel Bas- 
sot's investigations, which 
extended 
over ten years, and that 
the 
results 
given were perfectly exact. 
The laws 
of the 0xpansiim and 
contraction 
of 
iron by heat and cold are well known, 
and the tower sim2>ly obeys the phy- 
sical law of temperature influence. In 
summer the expansion is superior 
to 
that in winter, and the movement re- 
verses at night, owing to 
contraction 
due to the cooling down of the 
mass. 
But this twisting, tUia torsion, in no 
case compromises the solidity 
of the 
structure, "which is absolute.—Indus- 
tries and Iron.

Itzig: "A Reporter's Boy." 


Some of the best reporters cannot 


•write a sentence correctly. 
They are 


not expected to do so. 
It is their 


business to collect facts, which they 
relate to others who put them ia form 
as a "news story." 


Something is lost, of course, by this 


method of second-hand telling,for the 
•writer cannot reproduce a scene from 
imagination so well as he could if he 
had seen it, but the assistants, or "re- 
porter's boys," as they are called, are 
,,nofc sent out alone on any incident 
that promises much importance. Their 
•work is the small news of the day, 
which is intended only for short para- 
graphs. That their results are often 
interesting enough for long accounts 
is due, in part, to accident; in part, 
however, to the iadustry and the un- 
derstanding developed by long train- 
ing of native intelligence. 


Isaac Hofstein, or Itzig, as he was 


called for short, was such an assistant. 
He was a child of the East Side tene- 
ments, and his work, at police head- 
quarters, was chiefly among the Jews 
of the New York Ghetto. 
Shrewd 


and accurate, he was always to be 
trusted to fetch all the facts' and to 
state them correctly. 
None of the 


other boys could "beat" him.andnone 
was so accurate as Itzig, who never 
failed to get names and addresses, and 
never get them wrong. 


This devotion to completeness and 


accuracy made his accounts sometimes 
a bore, for he brought ia details that 
were of no use, but it was an invalu- 
able trait, of course, and very rare, 
except among first-rate men of all 
sorts. His work was libel-proof, and 
no other paper could go over his inves- 
tigation and add new particulars to his 
story. When" he came bacK he was 
done; and he would sit down with his 
notes and tell all about the fire, acci- 
dent or crime, with swift ease and un- 
hesitating assurance. 


One day, however, there was an ex- 


ception. 
He had been to a fire. To 


cover so commonplace an incident was 
child's play for him, and something he 
liked, because he rejoiced in descrip- 
tion and the heroic. 
It was a never- 


failing pleasure to him to discover and 
celebrate a bold rescue by a police- 
man, a fireman or a neighbor. 


"Say, it was great!" he used to say, 


when he came to tell about such a 
deed. "William J. McGlory, number 
four truck, twenty-eight years old, 
No. IT Cannon street, he—" then, lay- 
ing down his notes, Itzig would repro- 
duce with gestures, grimaces and lan- 
guage, often slangy, a vivid picture. 
The picturesque details were always 
as complete as the names, initials, 
addresses, etc. 
<•• 


But on this day, while several repor- 


ters were waiting for his tire story, he 
was shuffling and hesitating over a 
fire. His sense of "the great" was 
evidently struggling with some other 
feeling or observation, and it was im- 
possible to make out what was the 
matter. 


• 
"It wasn't much, only a two alarm 


fire, and it didn't do "no damage to 
•peak of," he said. 
"'Twasa't ~ia a 


good neighborhood, either—just 
a 


tenement house, Xo. 1»» ES.-NCX street, 
five-story, red brick, full of families 
with kids, kids by the hundreds, 
eighty-seven. But you sec there was 
a panic and a—somebody had to— 
you know how it is when 'the gee.=e' 
the East Side Je-ns—get a scare trim 
into 'em!

It is 


difficult to associate a kitchea aud a 
cook with a battleship, but every oue 
of the big lighting monsters with its 
terrible guns aud turrets and flags has 
its kitchen. 
It is called a "galley" 


on board ship, and it is one of the 
most important places ou board to 
both the officers and the men. 


Nothing gives an American tar such 


a relish for food as the smell of powder 
and smoke. 
It has become quite a 


faahion of late to divide a battleship 
up as though it were human, giving 
it brains «md eye^, a heart and lungs, 
but no prominence is given to the 
galley or the man ia the galley, who 
is quite an important personage. The 
man in the galley is usually a Japan- 
ese, for almost every one of the big 
ships has a Jap 
cook and a staff of 


servants of the same nationality. The 
boys wait oa the officers' table, dust, 
clean silver, carry messages, and at • 
tend to minor housekeeping duties iu 
a way that would put the average 
housemaid to a great disadvantage. 


It is quite possible that during a 


great battle like that of Maaila a self- 
centred Japanese cook might continue 
his work of decorating an entree or 
giving an expression to a soup, while 
the enemy's guns boomed against the 
side of his range or copper pans. 
While the space that is given to com- 
fort on a man-of-war is necessarily 
limited, its interior is ap; to strike 
one as luxurious in comparison with 
the stern and frowning exterior of the 
great lead colored monsters. 
The 


galley is as thoroughly up to date ia 
its appoiatments and cooking arrange- 
ments as the kitchea of a modern resi- 
dence. 


There is a large hotel range with 


splendid ovens, from which each day 
the cook turns out tempting brown 
loaves and even pies aad cakes, that 
must make many a Jackie think of 
home. 
There are great copper soup 


boilers and coffee boilers in which 
these two items of the menu are pre- 
pared by the gallon. 
Then there are 


copper pots and pans on shelves iu 
rows, bright aud shining as those in 
the kitchen of our great New York 
hotels. There are cupboards, too, in 
which the sugar and the spices aad 
other cooking condiments are kept all 
nicely labelled, for there is no slip- 
shod housekeeping on a man-of-war. 
There are other cupboards with sliding 
doors and spring locks that when 
opened disclose rows of cutlasses and 
rifles and great long revolvers in 
racks from the door to the ceiling. 


The china, silver and glassware 


used on our American battleships are 
pretty enough to delight a woman, 
and women as a rule are particular 
about china. 
The sailors have ruder 


ware, but that used at the 
officers' 


mess is white and fragile, with a de- 
vice of an anchor in gold on each 
piece. The glasses, which are fixed 
in stationary racks on a sideboard in 
the wardroom, which, by the way, is 
drawing room, sitting room, dining 
room, all in one, are of cut ware aud 
are ornamented with a naval device. 
Some of the battleships have gorgeous 
silver services, but that ordinarily 
used is an up-to-date and complete set 
of spoons, knives and forks in all the 
different sizes. Then there are in- 
dividual pepper mills iu silver, salt 
cellars, and salvers, ali of which are 
kept iu shining perie^tioa. 
i 


The sailors on board our American 


ships live much better than the work- 
inginan on land. 
When in port they 


have fresh meats aud vegetables, and 
when at sea for aay length of time the 
terrors of the old time regimen of salt 
pork and salt beef are mitigated by a 
supply of canned vegetables which 
give variety. Besi<le=; this, Uncle Sam 
is so generous to his meu that the al- 
lowance for each is tooimich,and thev 
have formed a system of pooling the 
supplies which gives each man an 
amount of money which he can spend 
for extra things for the table. 


The officers have their special cook 


and, of course, their special foods, 
which in port are apt to compare fav- 
orably to tho«e offered on the menu of 
a firstclass hotel. 
They appoint a 


caterer aud *t«ward from aiucng their 
n.umber each month whose duty it is 
to look after the welfare of the mess. 
The wine ine^s is contributed to oa 
shares. 


The man in the galley, like the 


stokers, doesa't get much glory out of 
naval warfare, but be is an important 
man in his place. 
Who can tell 


whether many a glorions victory has 
not resulted from a well-cooked break- 
fast or dinner and crushing defeat 
followed on an indigestible pie or a 
badly seasoned chop?

FOUGHT 200 MEN FOR CIGARETTES 


Cuban Officer Weut to a Town Filled With 


SpauUh Soldier* to Get a New Supply. 
During the early part of the Cuban 


rebellion an officer ia the patriot army, 
who is now in New York, wanted a 
few packages of cigarette*, and to ob- 
tain them went openly into a town 
held by the Spanish 'soldiers, pur- 
chased what he desired and safely re- 
treated, holding at bay, single-handed, 
200 Spanish soldiers who attempted 
to capture him/ 


This officer is Major Henry E. 


Brooks, wbo recently came to New 
York from Jamaica, where h<j went to 
recover 
from wounds received in 


battle. 


Major ifrooks, who was bora in the 


Province of Santiago de Cuba of Eng- 
lish parents, was among the first to 
engage in the insurrection against 
Spain. 
When in command of the 


Cuban forces around Guautanarno, 
which is about fifty miles east of 
Santiago de Cuba, he ran out of 
cigarettes, so he left his command in 
charge of the next officer iu rank and 
started for Guantauanio to get them. 
He crossed the long bridge leading 
into the city and proceeded to a cigar 
store, which he knew. 
He had with 


him his repeating rifle, his revolver 
and 
the always present machete. 


There were several hundred Spanish 
soldiers quartered in the town, and 
they had often attempted to capture 
Brooks, but had always failed. 
In 


telling of his adventure in Guanta- 
naino Major Brooks, when seea at the 
offices of the Cuban delegation, said: 


r "Yes, I did have a little fua there. 
You see I wanted some cigarettes and 
decided to go after them. 
I got into 


the town all right and entered the 
cigar store. 
I placed my rifle on the 


counter where it was handy and bought 
what I wanted. 
Just 'after I had 


placed the cigarettes in my pocket I 
happened to look toward the door.and 
there I saw a party of Spanish soldiers 
drawn up ia liae. 
They had their 


guns pointed at me, and their officer 
said in Spanish the words which in 
English mean "hands up." 
of doing that I grabbed my 
let go a shot at the crowd, 
the soldiers dropped, and 
out of the door during the excitement 
and got into the street. 
The soldiers 


ran after me, shooting all the time. 


"I ran up the long street toward 


the bridge which leads across the 
river into the country. The soldiers 
followed me, shooting as they ran. 
Tneir bullets flew wild and did not 
strike me, but one poor old woman, 
was killed by a shot which was in- 
tended for me. The soldiers who had 
first attempted to capture me were 
joined by reinforcements until there 
were at least 200 after me. When I 
got to the bridge I. turned and sent a 
couple of shots at the crowd, and 
then started across the bridge, which 
is long and narrow. 
Several times I 


turned around and fired at the sol- 
diers who had attempted to follow me 
across the bridge, and I rather think 
I killed a few of them, for I saw some 
drop. I finally got up into the hills, 
where I hid behind rocks and took a 
few more shots at the Spaniards. 
Then they gave up the chase, and I 
went back to my men. 
I got my 


cigarettes all right, but I am sorry 
that the poor, innocent old woman 
was killed." 


Among the official Spanish reports 


at Madrid this adventure of the man 
who wanted something to smoke is 
chronicled as a great event of the 
early part of the war. 
According to 


the Spanish historians, a large body 
of insurgents entered the town of 
Guantanamo and, after a fierce fight 
with 200'soldiers, were driven back 
into the hills.—New York Sun.

Peculiarities of the Eiffel Tower. 


The daily movement of the 
Eiffel 


Tower, due to expansion and contrac- 
tion, has been studied by Colonel Bas- 
sot. who recently explained to the 
Academy of Sciences that the expan- 
sion of the metallic components of the 
structure produces a torsion move- 
ment fiom sunrise to sunset which 
traverses a curve of ten centimeters. 
This movement is repeated in an in- 
verse direction during the night as 
the column becomes cooled, so that 
the lightning rod on the summit of 
the tower i« iu constant motion. Col- 
onel Laussedat. director of the Con- 
servatoire ue^ Arts et Metiers, being 
appealed to for confirmation of Col- 
onel Basset's statement, stated that 
he had carefully followe 1 Colonel Bas- 
sot's investigations, which extended 
over ten years, aud that the results 
given were perfectly, exact. The laws 
of the expansion and contraction of 
iron by heat and cold are well known, 
and the tower simply obeys the phy- 
sical law of temperature influence. In 
summer the expansion is superior to 
that in winter, aud the movement re- 
verses at nigh., owing to contraction 
due to the cooling down of the mass. 
But this twisting, tlm t-oraion, in no 
case compromises the solidity of the 
structure, •which is absolute!—Indus- 
tries and Iron.
